sixty monosyllables. The ingenious sa 
af er a persevering labour of two years, 
ascertained the certain number of thosc 
cat particles of hie native tongue, invented for 
each a representative character, and thus form- 
ed a complete, and perhaps the only sylliniac 
alphabet in the world. The accomplishment 
of this among # people so little addicted (to ine 
ventive study as the savages of our country, 
is truly astonishing, and proclaims the author 
of it to be a person of ne ordinary mind, Dur- 
ing the course of his labour, it ie aad, bie fel- 
low savages often remarked the singularity of 
his behaviour, in gen rally etting apart from 
his companions, apparently deep in thought, 
and employed in making marks on the ground, 
He, however, wth true Indian tecrturmty, de 
chned speak ng to any one of the object of 
his study C1) lus work wae thawhed.

Lt ia 
now but two or three years sinee the diseoves 
ry was made, and reading and wr ting has al- 
realy become so ge: oe among the Chero- 
keoa, that they not only carry on a correspond- 
ence by letter between the different parts of 
their territory, but are also in the habit of tak. 
ing receipts and giving prommsory votes in af- 
faire oltrade. The gentlemantrom whom we 
recewved this information told us, that it snow 
cominon, in travellig the lands of the tribes, 
to sev directions for the different paths in- 
scribed on the trees. ‘The mventor of the al- 
phabet auopteda few of our manuseript letters.

The events of the 4th of July, 1826, are 
sufficient to render that day immortal, had it 
not been the birth day of our nation, as it is, 
the historian of our country, must appeal to the 
most direct and positive evidence of his integ- 
rity, or his recital of its strange coincidence of 
time and occurrences, will wear so deeply 
the tinge of romance as to excite the scepti- 
cism of the cool and the philosophical, who 
possess not the most ready means of corrobo- 
rating the recital from which they start with 
incredulity. We must not start, we who be- 
lieve a providence in all events, “ rough hew 
them how you will,” that men who threw 
aside the consideration of selfish aggrandize- 
ments, who put away the blanishments of 
pleasure in their youth—who dedicated them- 
selves from the first dawn of manhood, to 
their country and the cause of political and 
religious freedom—whose ¢iriues rendered 
their Hives one scene of solicitude and anxiety 
for others happiness, we shuuld not wonder 
that their latter days should be peace, and 
their death marked by the immediate visita- 
tion of Heaven, The success of their early 
exertions in the cause of truth, showed hat 
“the seal of Providence was surely on them, 
and they were born for thea unheard of won- 
ders.” 


JOHN ADAMS was born on the 19th Oct. 
1735, in that part of Braintree, in the county 
of Norfolk, Mass. which has, since his birth, 
been set off into a separate town, or in the lan- 
guage of Pennsylvania, township, and called 
Quincey, after the late Josiah Quincy, father of 
the present Mayor of Boston, h.mself an ar- 
dent and efficient labourer in the cause of our 
country, althoagb cut off in the midst of years 
and of usefulness. 


Mr. Adams commenced very early in youth 
that course of education, for which even at 
that distant period, ample provisions were 
made ia New England, and at an early age 
he entered Harvard College asa student, from 
which, after receiving its honours, he passed 
to the study of the law—improving his time 
as necessities required, in keeping a school in 
different parts of the state, where the services 
of a public teacher weve requred. We have 
not before us, materials for forming a regular 
biography of Mr. Adams, nor is it our imtene 
tien or wish to atrempt one. ‘The historian, 
we hope, is ready to do justice to his virtues, 
and his greatness, From his schoo!, Mr. Ad.ms 
entered upon the exercise of his profession, 
that of law. We do not know what were the 
fruits of his labours at the bar, deubtlessly 
he was successful ~in those times even a mo- 
derate share of abilities end atte ution, scoured 
to their possessors, early honours, and great 
profits, when applied to the business of th: 
law. One circumstance, however, appears 
‘o shew the progress he had made in the 
most profi able part of the practice at the bar 

It is not unknown to most of our readers 
that, to give secur-t , or, at least, under the 
pretence of security, to the legislature of the 
colony, the governor of Massachusetts had 
caused a party of British soldiers to be placed 
near the State-house in Boston, the building 
at the head of State street. During the even- 
ng of the Sth of March, 1770,a party of Bosto- 
nicns assembled in that street, with an evi- 
dent intention of insulting and injuring the 
s lliery, stationing themselves beyond the 
reach of their bayonets, they pelted “ the 
Red Coats” with snow balls, mud, brick-bats, 
and such other missles as chence or an un- 
happy forethonght placed at their disposal. 
It was not until warniy assailed, that the sol- 
diers made known the r situation to the com- 
manding officers—when it became necessary 
either to retreat or defend their position, the 
sold ery fired upon the inhabitants—several 
were killed and many wo ounded—the troop 
was vimediatcly consigned over tothe arm of

Aa another proof of Mr. Adams’ eminence 
ig his profession, and we ought to have men- 
tioned it before, it is stated that he was very 
early appointed Chief Justice of the State, an 
offer of which, however flattering, he dectin- 
ed accepiance. Mr. Adams saw in the state 
of feelings then manifested by his friends, that 
the times wouk! soon require the whole exer 
cise of his faculties in a more active and use- 
ful situation than upon the bench, 

In 1770 he was chosen a member of the co- 
lonial legislature,and in 1774 he was appointed 
to the council, an appointment, however, that 
received the decited negative of Governor 
Gage, who started at admitting among his ad. 
visers one whose conduct and conversation 
pointed so directly at resistanee to all oppres- 
sion. Mt. Adams was not, therefore, amit. 
ted in the councils of Governor Gage. It 
was not strange that the friends of Indepen- 
dence should early require the public servi- 
ces of Mr. A jams in the common cause—he 
who had moulded and formed their plans in 
Private meetings, was the man to give them 
effect in public deliberations. He was there- 
fore conspicuous in. the Congress of 1776— 
urging not merely. in the sessions of that au- 
gust body, but among separate comnntteces, 
the great ends at which they evidently aimed 
—he was most anxious, it is understood, to 
give every section of the coantry a share in 
the work—that all might feel a peculiar inte- 
rest in its prosecution ; he knew that the in- 
dependence, which he laboured so earnestly 
to have declared, was to be achiered—and sec- 
tional divisions would be fata) to his projects 
—he therefore stirred up different members 
of the Congress to various acts, assigning to 
each the duty of proporng, and reserving to 
himself the more arducus task of advocating 
anl wrging, the passage of motions, The 
powers of Mr. Adams were felt and acknow- 
ledged--his wishes were gratified in the de- 
claration of fndependence, and his services 
were unremitte to secure its achievement. 

The pecuniary d.fficulties of our suffering 
colonies during the war are known to all.— 
Mr. Adams was sent to Europe to procure the 
means of dissipating them. Atevery court, 
where he was authorized to act, he succeeded 
completely in accomplishing every object for 
which he was deputed—and finally signed 
mi se y of Peace, by which our former King 
acknow ledged the inlependc nce of his once 
fathful colonies.—Subsequently to that he 
acted as Minister to Great Britain, Aller the 
adoption of the Constitution, Mr. Adams was 
elected Vice-President, and continued in that 
office during the administration of Washing- 
ion, who consulted him upon every public 
sect ascurefully as if the Vice-President was 
iis constitutional adviser, 

When Washington declined a re-election, 
Mr. Adams was chosen his successor—during 
the administration of Mr. Adams, itis known 
io most of our readers, party spirit gained an 
ascenclency over the discretion of even wise 
men, that prudence will ever tremble to con- 
template. Mr. Adams, however, felt above 
its muluence, and scorning to offer «iberence 
to those who epposed -and disduming ser- 
sility to those who called themselves frends, 
he was superseded in his office, at a second 
eleetion, by Mr. Jefferson, with a majority of 
four votes. 

Mr. Adams, however, in retirement was no 
silent spectator of the occurrences of the 
umes -he noticed events and gave his iJeas 
io the public through the meduua of the pub- 
he press. 

Ile was at one time, avout 1599, clested by 
the dominant party of Massachusetts, a candi- 
date for the office of Governor of the state, 
but he preferred the quict of his domestic 
circle—he, however, was chosen president of 
the convention whichin 1820 formed the new 
Constitution of his native state —this honour, 
from bodily infirmities, he declined, and re- 
ceived the expression, trom five Aundred dele- 
yates, of their most eaulted sense of his mer 
its and services. 

This is but a slight reference to the various 
public ofhices which Mr. Adams filled during 
the course of his pubhe services—his historian 
will display them in the engaging and instruc 
tive light which they ought to occupy—and if 
he i» true to the great Frost he aoumes, he 
will not neglect to deserive the domestic vil- 
tucs of Mr. Adams,

tried by every test that Nauioral experience
